Will the verbal quatation of a price
gver the phone, or the subsequent mailing of an involee to the customer satisfy the slatutory
requiremenis of Section 1 350

The second situation involves orders laken &l the lumber counter when the cusiomer is
physically present in the store, The customer’s order often ineludes ems that are scanned LS
LPC codes, and items thal are verbally requesied, such as dimensioned lumber, which will later
be retrieved from the vard. For the requested items, the clerk enters the item descnplion into the
computer and a price is retieved.  The customer's order is totaled and a pnimed invoice is then
generated. 17 the invoice is presented 1o the customer for his review before payment 15 tendered,
does this satsfy the requitements of the new law, that is, will the presentation of the lotal via
paper—rather than by elecwronie display—be an acceptable act under the new stalute.
